This ceasefire proposal was sup- 
posed to be a most generous offer, but 
to this date, its terms have been shroud- 
ed in deliberate ambiguity. Clearly it 
was unacceptable to Hanoi if it required 
the withdrawal of all North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam. For that 
reason there have been hints here that 
the offer could be a ceasefire based on 
the present ground positions of the hulk 
of the invading forces. . . . 

What goes on in this juggling of 
semantics is almost beyond comprehen- 
sion. Hut something is in the wind and 
it definitely does not jibe with the tough 
anti-invasion language delivered by 
Nixon and Laird among others previ- 
ously. 

Any negotiations With Hanoi were 
supposed to be out until North Vietnam 
withdrew all the forces that launched 
the “massive invasion of March 30 
across the demilitarized zone.

A ceasefire leaving the Hanoi Reds 
in strategic positions they now hold 
within South Vietnam could scarcely 
contribute to the cause of an honorable 
peace as envisioned by Nixon. Vet^ for 
some unfathomable reason the adminis- 
tration-including presidential adviser 
Henry Kissinger— have allowed this pos 
sibiiity to he bandied about by de-empha- 
sizing as a must the withdrawal of all 
Communist troops from South Vietnam. 

We bring up these points of contro- 
versy because they involve issues of 
policy separate from the military effort 
to halt the flow of war, materiel into 
North Vietnam. There is a strained 
effort in the administration to silence 
critics of these aspects as well as critics 
of the- expanded U.S. air and naval 
involvement.

in Nixon’s — generation of peace

. The American effort to seal 
off North Vietnam from the 
rest of the world has forced 
leaders ih Hanoi to make a 
critical decision almost imme- 
diately on the future course of 
the war, in the view of top 
administration officials. 

The North Vietnamese must • 
either decide to call off their 
offensive in the .South or take 
the chance that almost all of 
their army might become 
.strandca without fuel, ammu- 
nition or even food, according 
to this analysis. 

Although the renewed ene- 
my attack in An Loc yester- 
day, with 7,000 artillery shells'* 
fired, could be a sign that the 
North Vietnamese have decid- 
ed to go for broke, the area 
being watched most closely is 
near the. northern border. 

If the North Vietnamese 
304th, 308th and, 4 possibly, 

325-C divisions renew the at- 
tack in an attempt to take the 
'city of Hue, it wil be a clear 
signal that the leaders in Ha- 
noi have decided to take the

May Find Alternatives 

Pentagon experts on Viet- 
nam have no doubt that the 
North Vietnamese, who have 
proved extraordinarily re- 
sourceful in the past, can find 
ways to obtain the supplies 
they need and move . them 
South.
